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Technology  Applications  at  the  National  Agricultural  Library 


The  National  Agricultural  Library 
(NAL)  is  assessing  long-range  op¬ 
portunities  in  the  utilization  of 
technology  as  it  relates  to  the  col¬ 
lection,  storage  and  delivery  of 
agricultural  information.  Systems 
described  in  this  article  demon¬ 
strate  the  use  of  new  computer 
technologies  for  the  retrieval  and 
preservation  of  agricultural  infor¬ 
mation. 

AGRICOLA 


AGRICOLA  is  produced  by  the 
National  Agricultural  Library. 

This  computerized  database  of 
literature  citations  relating  to  all 
aspects  of  agriculture  currently  to¬ 
tals  over  2.5  million  records.  Avail¬ 
able  online  and  through  magnetic 
tape  since  1970  (presently  acces¬ 
sible  on  DIALOG  online  system), 
the  database  consists  of  records 
for  literature  citations  of  journal  ar¬ 
ticles,  monographs,  theses,  patents, 
software,  audiovisual  materials, 
and  technical  reports  relating  to  all 
aspects  of  agriculture.  Approxi¬ 
mately  100,000  records  are  input 
annually. 

Since  1987,  AGRICOLA  has  been 
available  on  CD-ROM.  Users  will 
find  the  CD-ROM  version  particu¬ 
larly  advantageous  where  frequent 
use  of  the  database  is  made  and 
also  in  remote  areas  where 


telecommunications  hookups  are 
impractical  or  impossible. 

The  AGRICOLA  disc  has  been 
developed  and  is  available  by  sub¬ 
scription  from  one  commercial 
firm,  SilverPlatter  Information  Ser¬ 
vices,  under  non-exclusive  agree¬ 
ment  from  the  NAL. 

SilverPlatter  Information  Inc.,  of¬ 
fers  the  complete  AGRICOLA 
database  from  1970  to  the  present 
on  four  discs:  1970-76;  1977-80; 
1981-84;  and  1985  to  present. 

CRIS  (Current  Research  Informa¬ 
tion  System)  is  included  in  the 
1989  disc. 

The  compact  discs  run  on  an  IBM 
PC  or  compatible  with  512KB  of 
memory  and  a  CD-ROM  disc 
drive.  Search  capabilities  include 
Boolean  (and,  or,  not)  proximity 
searches,  right-hand  truncations, 
freetext  or  field  specific  searches, 
and  numeric  range  and  limit 
searches.

(ALF)  is  NAL’s  electronic  bulletin 
board  system.  It  provides  a  con¬ 
venient,  low-cost  tool  for  electron¬ 
ically  accessing  information  about 
NAL  products  and  services  and 
for  exchanging  agricultural  infor¬ 
mation  and  resources  among  li¬ 
braries,  information  centers,  and 
other  information  users.

ALF  is  open  to  all  those  interested 
in  agricultural  information  issues. 

It  is  available  24  hours  per  day, 
seven  days  per  week.  To  reach 
ALF,  callers  need  a  computer  ter¬ 
minal  or  computer,  a  modem,  and 
communications  software.  The 
telephone  numbers  are  (301)  504- 
6510,  (301)  504-5111,  (301)  504- 
5496,  or  (301)  504-5497  (use  the 
area  code  when  calling  long  dis¬ 
tance  or  when  calling  locally  from 
Washington,  DC,  or  Virginia). 
Communications  software  should 
be  set  at  either  300, 1200,  or  2400 
baud,  full  duplex,  no  parity,  8  data 
bits,  and  1  stop  bit. 

The  computer  software  used  for 
ALF  is  called  Remote  Bulletin 
Board  System  for  Personal  Com¬ 
puters  (RBBS-PC).  RBBS-PC  is 
menu-driven  and  runs  on  IBM  per¬ 
sonal  computers  and  compatibles. 
Known  as  “Userware”  by  its  crea¬ 
tors,  RBBS-PC  is  wholly  user  sup¬ 
ported.  It  is  distributed  by  the 
Capital  PC  Users  Group  in  Bethes- 
da,  Maryland,  a  not-for-profit  or¬ 
ganization,  and  is  considered  share¬ 
ware.  Shareware  may  be  passed 
along  at  no  charge  if  it  is  not  al¬ 
tered.  RBBS-PC  is  considered  an 
industry  standard  for  IBM-type  PC 
bulletin  boards. 

ALF  supports  three  basic  types  of 
communications:  Bulletins;  Mes¬ 
sages/Conferences;  and  File  Trans¬ 
fers.  The  Agricultural  Library  For¬ 
um  Brief  Guide  is  available  to  help 
participants  get  started  on  ALF.  It 
describes  the  system’s  major  fea¬ 
tures  and  how  to  use  them  effec¬ 
tively.  A  one-page  information 
sheet,  “Accessing  Ag  Trade 
through  the  Agricultural  Library 
Forum  (ALF)”  also  is  available.

National  Agricultural 
Library  Text  Digitizing 
Project  (NATDP) 

The  National  Agricultural  Library 
and  45  Land  Grant  Libraries  have 
participated  in  a  cooperative  effort 
to  test  the  feasibility  of  using  opti¬ 
cal  scanning  and  text  recognition 
technologies  to  capture  printed  ag¬ 
ricultural  materials  in  machine- 
readable  form.  The  resulting 
image  and  text  data  can  then  be 
published  on  CD-ROM  discs  for 
distribution  to  the  agricultural  com¬ 
munity.  NATDP’s  purpose  was  to 
determine  whether  it  is  possible  to 
provide  indepth  access  to  the 
literature  of  agriculture  while  at 
the  same  time  preserving  it  from 
rapid  deterioration.

PLANTITI-CD 


PLANT  IT1-CD,  a  prototype  multi- 
media  CD-ROM  on  ornamental 
horticulture,  is  a  joint  project  of 
the  National  Agricultural  Library, 
the  University  of  Florida’s  Institute 
of  Food  and  Agricultural  Sciences, 
and  Michigan  State  University 
Cooperative  Extension  Service. 

This  interactive  CD-ROM  helps 
the  user  select  plants  which  are 
readily  available  in  nurseries  or 
garden  centers  and  can  be  used  in 
home  landscapes  all  over  the 
United  States. 

The  disc  contains:  Information 
and  horticultural  advice  on  ap¬ 
proximately  1,000  plants,  an  audio 
guide  to  the  correct  scientific 
pronunciation  of  plant  names,  ap¬ 
proximately  1,000  full-color  views 
of  plants  and  landscapes,  13  lists  of 
books  and  articles  on  plant  topics, 
and  selected  home  landscape 
designs  and  specialty  garden 
designs.

Forest  Service 
Photo  Laser  Videodisc 

The  National  Agricultural  Library, 
the  Forest  Service,  and  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Maryland  cooperated  in  the 
development  of  a  12-inch  optical 
laser  disc  to  provide  word-search¬ 
able  access  to  images  and  image  in¬ 
formation.  The  laser  disc  contains 
over  34,000  black  and  white  images 
in  69  general  subject  chapters,  500

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color  slides,  55  botanical  illustrations,  175  maps,  an 
award-winning  60-second  Smokey  Bear  fire  preven¬ 
tion  spot,  and  a  brief  introduction  describing  the  laser 
disc  production  process.  The  laser  disc  is  accompan¬ 
ied  by  a  menu-driven  word-searchable  database. 

The  Forest  Service  Photograph  Collection  was  begun 
in  1898  at  the  direction  of  Gifford  Pinchot,  first  Chief 
of  the  Forest  Service.  It  is  the  world’s  largest  (approx¬ 
imately  500,000  images)  photo  collection  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  forestry. 

The  Forest  Service  Photograph  Collection  contains 
unique  documentary  records  of  the  culmination  of  the 
westward  movement  in  America-farmers,  foresters, 
miners,  cowboys,  Indians,  scientists,  and  others  who 
changed  the  face  of  the  land.

Integrated  Library  System 

The  Integrated  Library  System  (ISIS)  is  a  VTLS- 
based  integrated  library  system  which  allows  online  ac¬ 
cess  to  NAL’s  collections.  ISIS  will  be  used  to  man¬ 
age  approximately  2.5  million  volumes.  The  system 
includes  linking  modules  to  perform  reference  and 
catalog  retrieval,  cataloging  and  catalog  maintenance, 
indexing,  serials  control,  acquisitions  processing,  and 
circulation,  thus  automating  all  library  functions.  ISIS 
contains  journal  article  citations  from  December  1989 
to  the  present.  It  is  through  ISIS  that  patrons  have  ac¬ 
cess  not  only  to  bibliographic  data  but  also  to  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  holdings  and  location  of  publications  with¬ 
in  and  outside  the  NAL  collection.

This  concept  was  tested  on 
three  highly  visible  and  popular  areas  of  NAL’s  collec¬ 
tion-aquaculture;  food  and  nutrition  information;
